A new factor that may have con¬ 
siderable bearing on the projected 
building o' a transbay bridge was an¬ 
nounced this week in San Francisco 
and San Mateo 'counyes. This is the 
forming of a company in New York 
City .to build such a bridge with 
private funds and operate it as a toll 
bridgfe. 

The announcement states that the 
bridge is .planned to span the bay 
from San Mateo to a point near Hay¬ 
ward on the east shore of the bay. Tt 
is stated that permission has already 
been granted by the War Department 
for the construction of the bridge, and 
the formation of the San Mateo-Hay- 
ward-San Francisco Bridge Corpora¬ 
tion to handle the project is now 
under way. 

From the plans of the proposed cor¬ 
poration as made public it would seem 
that the Bensel Engineering Company 
of New York is back of the project. 
John A. Bensel, one of the most 
prominent engineers In the country, is 
at the head of this company, and Mr. 
Bensel’s record sa state engineer of 
New York and commissioner of docks 
of New York City is one of the best 
guarantees that thlB company is well 
qualified to carry out whatever it 
undertakes. Mr. Bensel is at present 
president of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers and is the builder of 
a tunnel under the Hudson river con¬ 
necting New York and New Jersey. 
This eminent engineer has stated, ac¬ 
cording to the announcement, that his 
company is able, if necessary, to 
finance the whole project, build the 
bridge, run It for a time as a toll 
bridge, and eventually sell it to the 
state or community. 

It is expected that the matter of 
allowing the construction of the 
bridge, which will actively compete 
in transbay transportation with the 
present ferry lines between San Fran¬ 
cisco and east bay points, will be up 
to the State Railroad Commission. 
Because of thf proximity of the bridge 
to San Francisco It will undoubtedly 
meet with strong opposition from the 
Southern Pacific and Key Route rail¬ 
road companies. Interesting develop¬ 
ments in the matter are looked for in 1 
the near future.

The state or county having been bonded and durable co'nstr 
lng been secured, Its upkeep, or restoring the worn surface, and also Rijury 
to subgrade, must he considered. 

Certainly the property of the state pr county should not ho further 
taxed or bonded, and the upkeep costs must fall upon the user of the road. 

Motor vehicle license taxes, and regulation of loads carried hy different 
sized vehicles, appears to offer a practicable solution of upkeep 

Cushioning the surfaces of the highways with an asphaltic mixture to 
protect a rigid base such as concrete from the impact of traffic or building 
the base of the road of shock-absorbing asphaltic concrete setms to be the 
final method which must be adopted to give the taxpayers the longest wear¬ 
ing road for their money.—Industrial Review.
